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Warning over rising debt

THE number of people 
struggling with debt prob¬ 
lems has risen sharply in 
Bridport. 

More than 100 cash 
strapped residents a 
month reached out for 
help according to latest 
figures. 


The 60 per cent rise in 
people seeking financial 
help was reported by the 
town’s District Citizen 
Advice Bureau (CAB). 

The three-month rise 


has been blamed on the 
bleak economic climate 
by CAB manager Martin 
Paley. 

The number of recorded 
cases between July and 


September 2011 rose to 
465 compared with 293 in 
the same period the year 
before. CAB members are 
now bracing themselves 
for the post-Christmas 
spike in calls as people re¬ 
ceive their credit card and 
store card bills.

Mr Paley said two thirds 
of a recent day’s clients 
had requested CAB’s help 
for debt related problems. 

He said: “People are 
being made redundant, 
people are being laid off 
work and second jobs in 
families are disappearing 
and people are getting into 
debt. 

“The problems will 
come at the end of Janu¬ 
ary when the credit card 
bills hit the door mat. 

“There’s lots of evi¬ 
dence that people have al¬ 
ready maxed out credit 
cards so they took out an¬ 
other one to cover Christ¬ 
mas, it really is desperate 
times out there. 

“The problem is when 


people put all the red let¬ 
ters behind the clock on 
the mantlepiece and so 
when they come to us it’s 
often too late.” 

He advised people to 
visit or call CAB as soon 
as possible. 

The rise has ignited 
fears that desperate resi¬ 
dents will turn to loan 
sharks and pay day loans 
companies to pay their 
mounting bills. 

Keith Day is a West 
Dorset District Council¬ 
lor, member of the First 
Dorset Credit Union 
(FDCU) development 
committee and a CAB ad¬ 
visor.

BRIDPORT artist Chris Day went to school in 
Exeter where he was inspired by his art 
teacher, Peter Thursby. 

Then, 36 years later, Chris opened his own 
gallery. The Pierrepoint Gallery. 

Chris' interim years between school and the 
gallery were spent in the farming and the IT in¬ 
dustries. But, the arts remained an abiding in¬ 
terest and his business career allowed him to 
indulge in a small collection of paintings as 
well as sponsoring theatre and music. 

Here Chris explains the connection between 
a notorious hangman and his business, his fu¬ 
ture plans for Pierrepoint gallery and his love 
of art. 


■ WHERE did the name The Pierrepoint Gallery 
come from? 

I was desperately trying to come up with a name that was 
a little bit different and yet had a link with Bridport. In a 
chance conversation with Fido May I asked him if he had 
any ideas. In a flash he said ‘Bridport, Rope, hangman’s 
noose, Pierrepoint the hangman used Bridport Rope, you 
hang paintings, call it The Pierrepoint Gallery’ and that 
was that, brilliant. Thank you Fido. 

■ SO why did you set it up? 

A series of circumstances, not all good, lead me to Brid¬ 
port. Lots of people find themselves living in Bridport 
and then wonder how it happened. It’s as though Bridport 
makes the decision for them. I had planned a gallery and 
framing business elsewhere. The right premises were for 
sale and here I am. 

■ THIS is the gallery's 10th year what's the key to 
your success? 

Success is relative in the art business. As any artist will 
tell you. You have to love it first and I do. Perhaps my 
enthusiasm rubs off on people when they visit the 
gallery. I am convinced that it takes a long time to create 
a respected gallery. You just have to be there year in year 
out and have consistent quality. I absolutely depend on 
return customers and they in turn depend on me to be 
there and to be consistent. The gallery is a destination 
for many visitors to the town. 

■ WHAT'S next for the gallery? 

Well I am planning a number of events for this 10th year 
so keep an eye on Facebook. There will be exhibitions 
and special features for those gallery artists who have 



been with me since the beginning starting with John 
Walker exhibition at Easter as well as a couple of more 
recent introductions for example Daniel Glover and 
Philippa Goold. I shall also be publishing a catalogue 
with the gallery ‘Premier Selection’ of perhaps 25 paint¬ 
ings. 

■ HAS Bridport changed much in the last 10 years 

It is quite extraordinary how much has changed in 10 
years. It is an amazing town full of enterprising, kind and 
happy people. It was like that before I came here and is 
even more so now. 
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■ WHAT is your favourite spot in Dorset? 

We are spoilt for choice in West Dorset in particular so I 
am going to cheat and name two places. In town it is 
South Street. It is such a pleasure and privilege to look 
at, live in and be part of. Where else in the world can you 
have such a choice - good eating, three bookshops, a cin¬ 
ema, Arts Centre, three galleries, several places to feed 
your spiritual needs - the list goes on. Incredible. Out of 
town then take me to Eggardon Hill. I can see the world 
from there, breathe freely, feel the history and get every¬ 
thing into perspective. 

■ WHAT are your plans for the future? 

Well the future started last year. The plans are to do more 
with the premises and phase one was the new tenant in 
the shop at the front. Rosie Shelton’s Bridport Yarn is a 
great success. Phase two and three go together. I want to 
turn another building into a bigger and better gallery and 
use the existing gallery space and courtyard as a cafe. 
These are quite profound changes, but I know that they 
will add a lot this end of South Street. 


■ IF I could invite any three people for dinner who 
would they be? 

Leonardo da Vinci, Picasso and David Hockney. 


■ WHO is your favourite artist of all time? 

Picasso. He broke the mould and changed himself and 
the world fundamentally - and I like his paintings.

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Tourism office move will save council thousands 


THOUSANDS of pounds could be saved when Bridport’s 
Tourist Information Centre moves just 250 metres up the 
road. The TIC’s move into the refurbished Bridport Town 
Hall is set to save £10,000 a year, according to the district 
council. 

The move should boost the coffers of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council (WDDC) - which runs the TIC - from 
2012/13 onwards. 

The service will shut the doors on its South Street town 
premises today (Wednesday). The new look service will 
re-open at the Grade 1 listed Town Hall eight days later 
on January 19th. Although many services offered by the 
TIC remain it will no longer sells goods, books, maps or 
souvenirs. The move is part of a drive to make the Town 
Hall building fully accessible to members of the public 
by Bridport Town Council’s Heritage and Conservation 
project. 


CRIME UPDATE 

A MAN was remanded in custody after breaching his 
bail conditions. 

The 37-year-old man from Bridport was arrested in 
the town on January 5th for breaching his court bail 
conditions.

The 33-year-old was later released from custody 
without charge after her arrest in the early hours of 
January 6th. 

A MAN was charged with three assaults following 
his arrest in the early hours of January 8th. 

The 41 -year-old male from the Crewkerne area was 
arrested for a domestic related assault in the Brid¬ 
port area. He is due to attend Weymouth Magis¬ 
trates Court on January 17th. 

A TEENAGE girl is on bail for criminal damage to a 
vehicle in the East Street area of Bridport. 

The girl from the Bridport area was arrested for 
criminal damage in the early hours of January 7th. 
She was released on police bail until January 13th. 

AN was released on bail after he was arrested for 
theft and possession of cannabis in Bridport. 

The 42-year-old man from Bridport was released 
on police bail until January 23rd following his arrest 
on Monday morning. 


The project has been funded by the town council and 
the Heritage Lottery Fund with support from WDDC and 
Dorset County Council. 

WDDC Leader, Robert Gould said it was a fantastic 
project. He added: “It is a fine example of how the district 
council is thinking creatively and working collaboratively 
to make savings and at the same time protect important 
front line services such as the TICs.” 

The new TIC will be housed on the ground floor, to¬ 
gether with a community exhibition space. A new lift will 
give easy access to the main hall, which will be available 
for hire for from March. The hall will also house the col¬ 
lection of Fra Newbery paintings. 

The TIC will continue to focus on promoting West 
Dorset, offering a comprehensive information service, 
supporting local businesses and event organisers through 
the sale of event tickets, running the box office for the 
Electric Palace and offering accommodation booking and 
transport services, said a WDDC spokesman. 

The Bridport Town Council heritage project has saved 
the historic building from devastating structural prob¬ 
lems. 


Town surveyor Daryl Chambers oversaw the building’s 
repairs and restoration. He said: “This project has saved 
the building from what could have been devastating 
structural failings. 

“We have worked hard to ensure that the numerous un¬ 
expected problems have been resolved without pushing 
the project over budget or substantially over the timetable 
for the original work.” 

Bob Gillis, Town Clerk, said: “It is very fortunate that 
we have been able to tackle these major problems as part 
of the project.” 

Alongside the physical work to the building, an exten¬ 
sive programme of community based activities has run 
throughout the project. More than 150 local people of all 
ages have been involved in the project through these ac¬ 
tivities. These include local artist working with schools 
and community groups to create permanent artworks 
within the building inspired by local history and heritage. 

The whole of the Bridport Town Hall building is set to 
open at the end of January 2012. For more information

Another protestor, Philip 
Jordan, said there was 
overwhelming public dis¬ 
may about the height of 
the Charles Street develop¬ 
ment and called on the 
council to look at redevel¬ 
oping what he described as 
the run-down market or 
opening up the Roman 


Baths, which lie under 
Charles Street car park. 

But WDDC Leader 
Robert Gould said that de¬ 
spite the concerns Dorch¬ 
ester was weathering the 
economic downturn better 
than most. 

“There are not many 
towns of this size where 
you can see four cranes on 
the skyline. Waitrose has 
taken the first phase and 
will have a John Lewis at 
Home... there is a second 
High Street name inter¬ 
ested in 40,000 square 
feet,” he said.

A HARDUP single dad is calling for payday loan 
firms to be better controlled after falling victim to 
the companies. 

Bridport father Dave, who did not want to reveal 
his surname, wants a tightening of the laws gov¬ 
erning loan companies after his small debts 
quickly spiralled by more than 600 per cent. 

He is now facing legal action and a possible 
court appearance. 

Dave, who has a history of depression, took out 
his first pay-day loan after losing his job and hav¬ 
ing relationship problems. 

The 34-year-old racked up debts of more than 
£2,000 through four separate loans in just four 
months. 

He has now been forced to withdraw his £360 
benefits for him and his son from the bank at 2am 
to stop the loan companies taking the money. 

He said:"l was going through a rough patch and 
things were quite desperate emotionally and fi¬ 
nancially. 

"I was suffering from quite a bad bout of depres¬ 
sion and a mate said he could get me £500. So he 
took my details down and went to the library and 
within an hour he came back with £500. 

"I was at my weakest point and just needed

Manhunt 

continues 

THE manhunt for Arron Peter Marshall in connection 
with a stabbing in Bridport continues. Dorset Police is 
hunting the 22-year-old from the Bridport area on sus¬ 
picion of serious assault. 

Marshall has not been since the knife attack on New 
Year's Eve despite pleas from his grandmother for him 
to come forward. 

The hunt began after a 36-year-old man was repeat¬ 
edly stabbed in the face, hands and chest during the 
attack on the Skilling housing estate. 

Police have warned residents not to approach Mar¬ 
shall and to contact them immediately on 999 if they 
see him or know of his whereabouts. 

Marshall, who walks with a pronounced limp, is de¬ 
scribed as medium build, 5ft 11 inches tall with a tat¬ 
too of writing on his neck and of a koi carp, a snake, 
and writing on his right arm. He has blue eyes and 
short light brown hair. 

Detective Inspector Stewart Dipple, who is leading 
the investigation, said: "We are still actively seeking 
Marshall and investigations are on going. We are not 
seeking anybody else in conjunction with the attack." 

The attack took place around 2:32pm on Saturday, 
December 31st near the Londis store on Alexandra 
Road.

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Julia's House forced to trim services 


MAY you have good health and hap¬ 
piness are just two of the wishes that 
are usually given to family and 
friends over the New Year festive pe¬ 
riod. 

However a third wish may be added 
- that of good fortune - and in the case 
of Julia’s House that is a very big 
wish. 

There has been much publicity re¬ 
garding charitable organisations 
struggling to meet their commit¬ 
ments and Julia’s House is no excep¬ 
tion. 

Unfortunately, early press coverage 
of the situation at Julia’s House, 
seemed to suggest that the hospice 
was about to close altogether, rather 
than for 36 days but chief executive 
Martin Edwards was quick to point 
out that this was far from the case and 
the following is the statement he 
made to clarify the situation. 

“The charity is merely taking sen¬ 
sible precautions to ensure that the 
hospice can offer the same high stan¬ 
dard of care and commitment to the 
children and their families. 

“It is looking like there will be, de¬ 
spite the magnificent efforts of all 
supporters and fundraisers, a 
£200,000 deficit at the end of 2011. 

“To counter this, Julia’s House will 
be making two small changes to its 
service in 2012. It will reduce the 
hospice service for pre-school chil¬ 
dren by 36 days over the year (bring¬ 
ing them in line with school-age 
children). The loss of these additional 
sessions means that the hospice will 
close on 36 Mondays during 2012. 

“The hospice will also lose two of 
the overnight weekends it currently 
offers, but the two weekends in ques¬ 
tion will retain their Saturday and 
Sunday sessions. 


“The service that is offered to all 
Julia’s House families will remain the 
same viz 200 hours of hospice or 
community-based care per child, per 
year. It is important to run an afford¬ 
able service in 2012 so that the hos¬ 
pice is not over extended. 

“The steps that have been taken -far 
from worrying people - should re-as- 
sure them. It means that the hospice 
will not have to turn any child away 
for financial reasons and that is at the 
heart of our fundraising efforts. 

“With the help of people like you,

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Pressure group says mental 
health beds are set to be axed 


INPATIENT beds in Bridport Hospital’s 
Hughes Unit will be axed within two 
years, claim a pressure group. 

Pressure group The Hughes Unit Group 
Supporters (HUGS) claim to have seen 
documents stating beds at the mental 
health unit and in the Yeatman Ward in 
Sherborne are to go. 

Health chiefs refused to deny the deci¬ 
sion to close the seven mental health beds 
at the Hughes Unit had been made. 

The beds cater for mental health and 
drug rehabilitation patients. 

An eight-week consultation is set to 
focus on feedback from a four-month en¬ 
gagement process, which finishes later 
this month. 

A potential reduction in beds leading to 
less inpatient beds being required to im¬ 
prove mental health care could form part 
of the consultation process, said a NHS 
spokesman. 

The final service model will be agreed 
by the end of April and implemented grad¬ 
ually over two years. 

Simon Chair, from HUGS, said the bed 
closures had confirmed their worst night¬ 
mares. 

He said: “We have learnt Dorset will 
lose almost one third of its inpatient beds. 

“The strategy being used by the NHS is 
to consult on care in the community only, 
and to ignore bed loss. All our worst fears 
of policy making by the back door are 
confirmed. 

“The Hughes Unit has the highest per¬ 
centage occupancy, and the highest need 
of patients per bed of any unit in Dorset, 
Bournemouth and Poole. 

“These facts are based on NHS statistics 


acquired through the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act.” 

He added patients in Lyme Regis and 
Beaminster faced a four-and-a-quarter 
hour return journey to Forston and Brid¬ 
port patients a three-and-a-quarter hour 
one. 

He said: “Such exposure to public trans¬ 
port is untenable for mental health pa¬ 
tients. 

“It is vital that mental health patients are 
close to their locality for their rehabilita¬ 
tion into their own communities. No audit 
on this data had taken place either.” 

The closures are part of a partnership be¬ 
tween NHS Dorset and Dorset Healthcare 
University NHS Foundation Trust to make 
continued improvements to the quality of 
mental health care in Dorset. 

Tim Archer, Nurse Executive Director of 
Dorset Healthcare University NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, said they had received posi¬ 
tive feedback to plans for more home 
treatment, increased choice, a greater 
focus on recovery and increased out of 
hours support along with recovery accom¬ 
modation. 

He said: “We aim to provide more ‘re¬ 
covery-based’ services in the future, 
which will be personalised and responsive 
to each person’s specific situation and fo¬ 
cused on improving their overall wellbe¬ 
ing. 

“These developments are in response to 
Government recommendations to move 
away from the traditional inpatient style 
of mental health service delivery, to a 
more person-centred, community-based 
approach - with inpatient beds available 
in line with medical need.” 


More cuts on the way as 
county council sets budget 

A CONSULTATION on how to shave £5.6 million from the county council's 
budget is underway. Road maintenance, mental health services and chil¬ 
dren's services are likely to take the brunt of the cuts as new savings ideas 
are being developed. 

Bridport's care homes are also bracing themselves for funding cuts and 
huge changes ahead of next month's Dorset County Council meeting when 
its 2012/13 budget will be set. The results of the consultation between 
council staff and the public will go before the council on February 16th 

Saving proposals include restructuring mental health services for young 
people to focus on the most vulnerable (£150,000), reshaping various chil¬ 
dren's services (£960,000) and replacing parish road maintenance units 
(£250,000). A proposal to generate £253,000 by allowing fee paying clients 
into council owned care homes is also being considered. 

Spencer Flower, Cabinet member for corporate resources, said: "These 
are tough times, and we need to make difficult decisions. It is becoming 
more and more difficult to find the savings, and it can't happen without 
some impact on staff and services. But we've got to have the strength to 
get on and deal with it." 

The county council's grant settlement from the Government's in 2012/13 
fell by 5.4 per cent compared to the current year. 

The loss of funding - alongside additional pressures - means DCC must 
reduce spending by more than £15m in the next financial year. 

Most of the savings are set to be found through the authority's on-going 
Meeting Future Challenges (MFC) programme, which includes more effi¬ 
cient working practices, better use of technology and resources and closer 
collaboration with other councils. 

Council Tax charges 
to remain frozen 

A ONE-off Government grant of more than £5million 
will mean Council Tax charges remain frozen for the 
2012/13 financial year. 

The grant allows the county council to keep council 
tax charges at their current level. 

The announcement came as members of Dorset 
County Council agreed to consultations on a raft of 
cost-cutting ideas to save £5.6 million next year.

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Chess player's achievements honoured with book 


THE gravestone of a long forgotten Bridport 
“celebrity” will be restored after a book 
about his life was published. 

Proceeds from amateur chess player Brian 
Gosling’s book will pay for the repairs of 
John Brown’s headstone. 

Fellow Methodist Mr Gosling will use 
money from the sale of “John Brown: the 
forgotten chess composer?” to restore the 
headstone at Holy Trinity Church in Brad- 
pole. 

Bridport born Mr Brown was the author of 
a book of chess problems published in 1865 
and contributed to chess journals of the time 
where he referred to himself as “J B of Brid¬ 
port”. 

Mr Gosling, who has played chess at 
county level, took two years to write the book 
after being inspired to start it through his love 
of the board game. 

The 64-year-old said: “I’ll never make a 
huge sum from selling a chess book but what 
I’m trying to do is restore John Brown’s

grave. I doubt I will recoup the money I’ve 
spent on the book but I’ve enjoyed rediscov¬ 
ering Mr Brown because he was famous in 
Victorian times. 

“I’ve got quite a lot out of writing the book 
because it’s opened my eyes to his achieve¬ 
ments. He did make quite a contribution to 
the Bridport area. 

“He was world class composer of chess 
problems and something I didn’t appreciate 
until I got into it was that you only had one 
or two people doing it at the time.” 

Mr Gosling was helped in his research of 
the book by staff and volunteers at Bridport 
Museum’s Local History Centre. 

The museum was handed a copy of the 
book for reference as a thank you from Mr 
Gosling. 

Margaret Milree, assistant curator at the 


museum, said: “Our local records at the cen¬ 
tre started author Brian Gosling on his search 
for information about John Brown, which led 
him onto other research centres throughout 
the country. 

“We didn’t know JB of Bridport’s name so 
it involved quite a lot of research. It was all 
put together bit by bit. 

“We help with many enquiries and requests 
for research. Some are more challenging than 
others as was a request for information about 
‘J B of Bridport’. 

As well as the chess problems the book in¬ 
cludes detailed information about the family 
of John Brown and their Bridport connec¬ 
tions. 

The book is published by Troubador Pub¬ 
lishing Ltd and can be ordered from book¬ 
sellers priced at £10. 

The Local History Centre, in Gundry Lane 
is open Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
10am to 1pm and 2 to 4pm. 


■ JOHN Brown was born in Bridport in May 1827 to John and Frances Brown who in 
1841 were living in West Allington with their five children. 

The original 1865 publication of "A collection of the Most Beautiful Chess Problems" 
composed by J B of Bridport was published after his death to raise funds for his fam- 
ily. 

Mr Brown senior was a bookseller and a Lay Preacher at the Wesleyan Chapel in South 
Street (now Bridport Arts Centre). 

In 1847 John entered theTheological Institute in Richmond. He later retired from the 
minstery after a brief spell in Bridport when he moved to London to work as a coal 
merchant's clerk. 

He composed most of his chess problems between 1853 and 1863. 

Having married in Cambridge he returned to Bridport by 1863 where he died ofTB 
on November 17th 1863 aged 37. 

He is buried in Bradpole churchyard.

Drink-drive arrests up 


DRINK drive arrests soared by almost 
50 per cent during the festive period. 

Increased patrols by Dorset Police 
saw 133 people arrested during its an¬ 
nual Christmas clamp down last month. 

It was the largest recorded number for 
three years and just one below 2008’s 
figures. 

Police were particularly concerned 
that 43 per cent of all the drivers were 
under 30-years-old. 

Drink or drug driving was to blame 
for four of the 18 fatalities on Dorset’s 
roads over the past year, according to a 
police spokesman. 

Police Traffic Inspector, Matt Butler, 
said the amount of people arrested was 
extremely disappointing. 

He said: “The number of Christmas 
drink and drug driving arrests has de¬ 
creased year-on-year since 2006, so this 
increase is clearly disappointing. 

“It is particularly concerning to see 
that the number of young drivers ar¬ 
rested during the campaign is so high.” 

A total of 113 men were caught during 
the blitz on drink and drug driving be¬ 
tween December 1st 2011 and January 
1st 2012. 


The 48 per cent increase in arrests was 
compared with the same period the pre¬ 
vious year when 90 people were ar¬ 
rested. 

A total of 31 drivers were arrested 
after they had been involved in a colli¬ 
sion. 

During the Christmas campaign police 
increased traffic patrols and roadside 
checks with every driver involved in a 
collision breath tested. 

During this year’s campaign officers 
also acted on information submitted by 
the public to intercept suspected drink 
drivers on Dorset’s roads. 

Inspector Butler said: “Throughout 
the campaign, we received excellent 
support from the public informing us of 
suspected drink drivers. 

“I’d encourage the public to continue 
to inform us by dialling 999 if they be¬ 
lieve someone is driving while under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs.” 

Officers detached to the ‘no excuse’ 
project also supported this year’s 
Christmas drink and drug driving cam¬ 
paign and were responsible for a num¬ 
ber of arrests.

District council execu¬ 
tive committee member, 
Mary Penfold, made the 
promise at last week’s 
district council meeting. 


“But I would reiterate 
that the actual use of per¬ 
sonal water craft is prov¬ 
ing to be quite quiet,” she 
said. 

Bridport district coun¬ 
cillors Ros Kayes said 
despite the assurance the 


issue had generated a lot 
of correspondence for 
councillors. 

“There is concern 
amongst town council¬ 
lors that there was inade¬ 
quate consultation,” she 
said.

ANNUAL REPORT 


A T the start of the New Year, I am reporting on my 
activities in 2011 as your constituency MP. 

We are lucky to have a much lower rate of unemploy¬ 
ment here than almost anywhere else in the country. 
Nevertheless, I have found myself increasingly involved 
in helping young people find jobs, and others in the 
public, private and voluntary sectors who are taking very 
welcome steps to provide the training and opportunities 
that young people need. 

The foundation of the jobs club in Dorchester was a 
highlight - and I look forward to helping with the 
creation of further jobs clubs. I have also been 
delighted to see the way in which our three colleges - 
Yeovil, Weymouth and Kingston Maurward - have been 
moving forward, and I am glad to have played a small 
part in helping BLAST (a remarkable local charity for 
young people) to found with Yeovil College a splendid 
new skills training centre in Bridport. 

One theme that has been constant is the need for high 
speed rural broadband - and I am delighted that we are 
now moving firmly towards a full-scale roll out of high 
speed broadband in West Dorset on the basis of 
co-operation between the County Council and central 
government. 

Next year, the Olympics at Weymouth offer the prospect 
of a boost for the businesses which depend in one way 
or another on tourism - but we are now engaged in a 
rearguard action to keep the Search and Rescue 
helicopter at Portland. I am just about to have meetings 
jointly with the MP for South Dorset in order to lobby 
the Department for Transport about this. 


Two similar topics have arisen in the second half of 2011 
- preserving outpatient services at our community 
hospitals, and ensuring that there is proper inpatient 
provision for mental health. I am optimistic that we will 
succeed in obtaining a new set of contracts to ensure 
that the outpatient services remain in our community 
hospitals. 

Following a series of meetings with users of the mental 
health service and supporters, I am now engaged in 
ensuring that people can recuperate from mental illness 
in an appropriate environment without having to travel 
large distances. 

As every year, I have had a large number of approaches 
from parish councils, community groups, schools and 
individual constituents - each raising particular 
problems. I have been able to contribute to the solution 
of some of these - helping Thomas Hardye School to 
become an academy, helping to raise funds for a range 
of community groups, helping several parish councils 
with the preparations for neighbourhood planning, and 
helping individuals to deal with various bureaucracies. 
One of the most satisfying aspects of constituency work 
is the moment when a particular bureaucracy unblocks 
a blockage and commonsense is allowed to prevail. 

But local people do not just have problems. I continue 
to be impressed by the remarkable range of enterprise, 
goodwill, neighbourliness and voluntary activity in West 
Dorset. This is a part of the world that continues to be 
blessed not only by its natural environment and archi¬ 
tectural heritage but also by the energy and spirit of its 
people. 

It only remains for me to wish all my constituents a 
successful New Year.

Film raises debate about 
bullying in West Dorset 


LOCAL community group Auton¬ 
omy Films will be showing North 
Country, a film about workplace 
bullying, in Bridport on Sunday 
(January 15th). 

North Country (certificate 15) is 
a US made film that is based on a 
true story about sexual harass¬ 
ment in the workplace, but the 
group hopes it will raise a con¬ 
structive debate about how to 
tackle the wider problem of bul¬ 
lying in Dorset. 

A recent survey indicates that 
26 per cent of Dorset school 
pupils have experienced bullying. 

In December a report high¬ 
lighted the extent of domestic vi¬ 
olence even among the elderly in 
the UK. 


In the workplace, bullying has 
reached epidemic proportions 
nationally, with court cases 
prompting compensation pay¬ 
ments of up to £1 million in the 
last few years. 

Many cases end not in court but 
in school refusal, sick leave, de¬ 
pression and even suicide. 

Bullies often emerge in school, 
and grow into an adult culture 
that routinely picks on women, 
gays, non-white people and those 
who have disabilities or are'out¬ 
siders'in any way. 

North Country tells the story of 
Josie (Charlize Theron), who flees 
a violent marriage and returns to 
her home town in North Min¬ 
nesota where she takes what is 


seen as a 'man's job' in an open¬ 
cast mine. 

She and her female colleagues 
suffer routine harassment, and 
the intimidation gets worse when 
she stands up to it. 

The true story behind the film fi¬ 
nally led to a landmark law suit 
and the first US legislation against 
sexual harassment. 

The film looks at the issues 
raised by bullying and shows that 
sometimes justice can be won. 

North Country will be shown at 
the St John's Ambulance Hall, Rax 
Lane, Bridport, on Sunday (7pm 
for 7:30pm start). 

Entrance is £3 (less if you cannot 
afford it) and there will be refresh¬ 
ments and a debate.

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Last Pharaoh lecture at 
Dorset County Museum 

PHARAOH: King of Egypt, the current blockbuster exhibi¬ 
tion at Dorset County Museum, has achieved record visitor 
numbers and much local and national acclaim since it 
opened in October last year. 

Now is the last chance to come to a lecture relating to 
one of the themes in the exhibition. 

On Thursday, January 19th at 7pm, Margaret Maitland of 
the British Museum will be talking on the subject of Fallen 
Pharaohs: Egypt's Civil War and Cultural Renaissance. 

At the time of the pyramids, the pharaohs were consid¬ 
ered to be all-powerful and divinely-appointed, but when 
the country fell into civil war, Egypt was forced to reassess 
the role of the king. Originally characterised as a dark age, 
the civil war may have actually fostered greater social mo¬ 
bility and literacy leading to a flourishing of great literature 
and art. These complex, nuanced works of poetry and 
sculpture depict the king for the first time not as a semi-di¬ 
vine warrior, but simply as a fallible, conflicted man.

TAKE the opportunity to come and view a screening of the MET Opera's extraor¬ 
dinary new work'The Enchanted Island', a new baroque fantasy featuring the 
world's best singers, glorious music of the Baroque masters, and a story drawn 
from Shakespeare, at the Electric Palace on Monday, January 23rd.

DIRECT from California, USA, Grandpa Banana ap¬ 
pears at Charlton Down Village hall on Wednesday. 
February 1st. 

Banana was the founder member of the leg¬ 
endary San Francisco Bay area folk rock band The 
Youngbloods.The band's classic recording'GetTo¬ 
gether'sold over one million copies cracking the 
U.S. top 5 achieving gold record status in 1969. Get 
Together was later featured on the soundtrack in 
the film Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas. The Young¬ 
bloods disbanded in 1973, and Banana started a 
solo career performing his own brand of Californ¬ 
ian roots Americana. This gig is part of an extensive 
European solo tour to showcase Banana's new 
album Even Grandpas Get The Blues. The album

A recent survey indicates that 26% of Dorset school 
pupils have experienced bullying. In December a report 
highlighted the extent of domestic violence even among 
the elderly in the UK. In the workplace, bullying has 
reached epidemic proportions nationally, with court 
cases prompting compensation payments of up to £1 m 
in the last few years. Many cases end not in court but in 
school refusal, sick leave, depression and even suicide. 

Bullies often emerge in school, and grow into an adult 
culture that routinely picks on women, gays, non-white 
people and those who have disabilities or are 'outsiders' 
in any way. 

North Country tells the story of Josie (CharlizeTheron), 
who flees a violent marriage and returns to her home 
town in North Minnesota where she takes what is seen 
as a 'man's job' in an opencast mine. She and her female 
colleagues suffer routine harassment, and the intimida¬ 
tion gets worse when she stands up to it. The true story 
behind the film finally led to a landmark law suit and the 
first US legislation against sexual harassment. 

The film looks at the issues raised by bullying and 
shows that sometimes justice can be won.

Gone In 60 Seconds - Eleanor movie 
car to go under the hammer 

ONE OF the most famous movie cars in the world is to be sold by COYS the international 
car auctioneers at the Autosport International show in Birmingham on Saturday January 
14th and it could go for as much as £100,000. 

The star of the 1974 film'Gone in 60 Seconds'was undoubtedly the 1973 Ford Mustang 
Mach 1 named Eleanor. When the producers of the 2000 remake were looking for a car to 
feature in a climactic chase sequence, another mustang was the natural choice. In order to 
stand out amongst the array of exotic sports cars also featuring in the movie, it was decided 
that the Mustang would need to be something special. 

Famed Hot Rod illustrator Steve Stanford was enlisted to create a 1967 Mustang GT500 
and former Boyd Coddington designer Chip Foose was hired by the production company to 
turn Stanford's work into a reality. 

Working from Stanford's drawings with Ray Claridge of Cinema Vehicle Services in North 
Hollywood, wings with new wider wheel arches, a bonnet with a prominent bulge, a deep 
front valance and side skirts and a spoiler incorporated into the boot lid were designed. 
PIAA lights were installed in both the nose and tail and a distinctive billet grille was specified. 
The Schmidt 17x8-inch wheels that finish off the cars external appearance were sourced 
while the interior was kept as a standard Shelby interior with a monster tachometer and a 
subtle roll hoop. 

Twelve cars were built in total, five of which were stunt cars that didn't survive the filming. 
The car being sold is one of the very small number that remain. 

More specifically, this is one of the three'hero'cars, built not just to be functional but 
also to be used for scenes involving the actors themselves. Designated number 7, this actual 
car would have been used for driving shots or, with a camera mounted, for dialogue or in¬ 
terior action shots featuring the actors. 

According to the supplied copy of the build sheet, in addition to the bodywork modifica¬ 
tions, the preparation of this particular 1967 Mustang fastback involved replacing the 289 
cubic inch V8 with a 351 cubic inch Ford Racing crate motor fitted with a'big'camshaft and 
700cfm Holley 4-barrel carburettor. Total Control Products lowered the suspension with coil 
over front suspension and Willwood disk brakes all round with 6 piston callipers on the front. 
Though not functional in the movie, the side exhausts were made functional by Cinema Ve¬ 
hicle Services when filming was completed. The Fuel Safe tank is filled through a Mach 1 
cap on the C-Pillar. 

'Eleanor'is essentially unchanged today from when she completed her starring role. In¬ 
stantly recognisable whether a movie aficionado or not, the Mustang is in very good con¬ 
dition overall. The paintwork, resplendent in metallic Grey with Black stripes, is in excellent 
condition. The interior is equally fine with carpets and seats clean and free from significant 
wear or damage. To say the engine sounds healthy would be an understatement. The side 
exit exhausts make a satisfying and potent rumble, which sets hairs on end. As seen in the 
movie, the switch to arm the Nitrous Oxide system and 'go baby go'switch on the gear lever 
are present and correct.

Fleet sunk by Knight's hot shots 


Dorchester Town 3 Thurrock 0 - Att: 493 

DORCHESTER ensured Thurrock's revival did not start at The 
Avenue Stadium as they easily continued their own recovery 
that has seen just one Blue Square South defeat in their eleven 
games following the departure of Ashley Vickers in late Octo¬ 
ber. 

Thurrock, themselves under new management since the res¬ 
ignation of manager Robbie Garvey in early December, have 
signed several new players in a bid to end a run of eight de¬ 
feats in ten games that had brought them just four points, and 
following encouraging signs with a draw at home to league 
leaders Woking were looking for the change of fortune that 
would lift their chances. However the Magpies were alert to 
the situation and in no real mood to be the catalyst to any 
resurgence. 

On-loan Andrew White gave them a first-half lead and goals 
from the ever-improving Rico Wilson and new loanee Tom 
Nichols, signed from Exeter City the day before, completed a 
victory which was never in real doubt. 

Manager Alan Knight made one change to the starting line 
up against Salisbury City, with White replacing the injured Ben 
Dickenson who was carried off and will be out for an esti¬ 
mated five weeks with damaged ankle ligaments. 

Thurrock forced keeper Alan Walker-Harris into his only real 
save of the match in the second minute, when their most po¬ 
tent player Alex Osborn beat Jake Smeaton for pace before 
cutting inside Mark Jermyn and firing in a 20 yard shot that 
had the Magpies keeper diving low to his left to gather. 

From then on it was almost one way as Dorchester, with Nick 
Crittenden weaving his old magic, sent Thurrock into waves 
of panic. The former Glover had two early chances but failed 
to find the target; firstly firing over the top after the ball bob- 
bled at the vital moment when Wilson set him up after cleverly 
holding off a defender, before firing over again from the edge 
of the box. 

However he was spot on with his corner-kick that gave 
Dorchester the lead on 14 minutes. His dead ball kick found 
Nathan Walker unmarked beyond the far post who precisely 
headed the ball back into the danger area where White had 
the easy task of heading home from two yards. 

Walker then headed over from Steve Devlin's free-kick, 
whilst Thurrock's best response was a 25 yard shot from an¬ 
other former Glover Paul Terry which lacked both pace and di¬ 
rection. 

Devlin who is returning to the form that made him such a 
favourite with the fans at the end of last season then provided 
another superb free-kick which saw Jamie Gleeson's 15 yard 
shot kicked off the line by Fleet's captain Stuart Thurgood and 
Kyle Critchell's follow up parried by keeper Craig Holloway. 


Wilson then duped Holloway with a smart move but Thur¬ 
good blocked his shot at goal, before the keeper got the bet¬ 
ter of the striker when he saved at his feet after Crittenden had 
delivered a superb defence splitting pass. 

It seemed as if the Magpies must add to their lead before 
the break, such was their dominance, and they almost did 
when Holloway under pressure from Walker mishandled, but 
the big central defender's shot off balance struck the post. 

Thurrock must have felt it was not their day when they con¬ 
ceded again four minutes after the break. Ahmed Deen's goal- 
bound shot struck Osborn and was cleared by a relieved 
Magpies defence setting up a counter attack which saw Wil¬ 
son win his challenge with the outrushing Holloway on the 
corner of the penalty area before running the ball into an 
empty net.

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RUGBY ROUND-UP

Busy week for Weymouth RFC 


I DECIDED to take the road to Dorchester on the first Saturday 
of the year to watch their league game against Corsham, and 
have been asked to convey best wishes to Dennis, long time 
touchline walker, and now in the local hospice, from all his 
chums who, like him, can no longer play the game. 

DORCHESTER 22 CORSHAM 8 

THE first few minutes of this Southern Counties league (South) 
encounter was spent in home territory and it was Corsham who 
had the chance to open the scoring but their penalty goal at¬ 
tempt after some five minutes play, went wide. 

It was in fact Dorchester who took the lead towards the end 
of the first quarter during what was really their first meaningful 
foray into their opponents' territory. They won a maul on the 
Corsham twenty two and put up what was, one thought, a 
rather speculative box kick. It paid dividends however for blind 
side winger Croft was well up, gathered the ball, wrong footed 
the defender and touched down five yards in from touch. 

The try remained unconverted and Corsham's response was 
immediate. Dorchester had won a free kick on halfway and 
opted for the scrum.They duly heeled the ball but some slack¬ 
ness at the base allowed the Corsham scrum worker to steal 
the ball and, with the defence out of position, run well over 40 
yards to score near the corner flag. This try too remained un¬ 
converted. 

The game continued with the visitors giving pretty much as 
good as they received but it was the home side who scored a 
try some five minutes before the break, and it was a good one. 
From inside their own half they sent the ball left. Croft made 
some useful ground before the play was switched and, with 
Corsham scurrying in defence, the ball was sent through sev¬ 
eral pairs of hands for blind side flanker Gower to get over in 
the corner. 

The extras were not added and, immediately afterwards, one 
of the Corsham locks went down with a suspected broken 
ankle. Not a pleasant happening that took the medical staff sev¬ 
eral minutes to deal with. 

With Corsham now having to regroup, the next few minutes 
belonged to the home side.They could not score however, hav¬ 
ing infringed close to their opponents, thus enabling them to 
kick clear. 

Halftime came with the scoreline standing at 10-5 in home 
favour and, while they had scored two good tries, I felt that they 
were a little fortunate to be ahead at this stage. 

Corsham started the second period well and their pressure 
was rewarded after five minutes when they kicked a penalty 
after Dorchester had infringed on their own twenty two and in 
front. They had another penalty opportunity also but chose to 
kick to the corner and were subsequently sent empty away. (I 
thought they should have taken the points and thus the lead). 

I did think that Corsham had the better of the third quarter 
marginally speaking but, on the hour, Dorchester attacked and, 
after a bout of pressure, scrum half Gower bundled his way over 
out wide. The conversion was missed but the score put some 
daylight between the sides. 

Dorchester then committed the cardinal sin of contriving to 
get offside at the restart and that allowed their opponents an 
attacking opportunity. 

The home pack had enjoyed an edge at the set scrums all 
game however, and it had increased after the loss of the Cor¬ 
sham lock. It stood them in good stead at this juncture and they 
were eventually able to turn over possession and kick upfield. 

They did mount a final attack and lock Broadbent galloped 


through a tiring Corsham defence to touch down the bonus 
point try. Bament, who had not had his best day with the boot, 
either from hand or tee, added the conversion with what was 
virtually the final kick of the game. 

It is perhaps a little churlish to carp at a bonus point win, but 
this was not one of Dorchester's better performances.True they 
had an edge at the set scrum but their eight did not perform 
too well in other ball winning disciplines, while overall they 
only played well in patches against a side who gave as good as 
they got for the majority of the game, and often a little better. 
Corsham will, if they maintain this form, certainly avoid relega¬ 
tion. 

DORCHESTER 3rd 51 ELLINGHAM & RINGWOOD 3rd 12 

WHILE the final scoreline did not flatter the home side, it was 
certainly more decisive than the actual pattern of play sug¬ 
gested that it would be. 

The visitors responded to an early Biddle try by scoring a con¬ 
verted one of their own. The home side were conceding too 
many penalties at this stage and eventually lost a man to the 
bin.The visitors could not take advantage however and an op¬ 
portunist score by King regained the lead for the home side. 

Bowden got the next after some good play had threatened 
the visitors' line and, with the final play of the half, King crossed 
for his second to take his side clear at the halfway stage. 

Dorchester pulled away in the second-half. Congo showed 
good pace to get over from half way and, although a sin-bin¬ 
ning threatened to blight their progress, they coped for the 10 
minutes before Brookes got over for his final try for the club be¬ 
fore leaving the area. 

Dorchester were really on top now and halfbacks Seldon and 
Coles scored tries before the end.

PUDDLETOWN 10 OAKMEDIANS 2nd 36 

THIS Dorset & Wilts League Division Two (South) encounter 
took place in the presence of RFU President, Willie Wildash, and 
was certainly played in the right spirit. 

Puddletown did have something of an edge up front and 
won a good supply of useable ball throughout but were unable 
to turn their attacks into points, often falling foul of an obdurate 
and well drilled visitors' defence. 

Oakmedians scored two converted tries during the first quar¬ 
ter through their pacy backs, but flanker Watts reduced the 
deficit after he had hacked on and won the touchdown race. 
Skipper Yeatman kicked the conversion only for the visitors to 
score another try, unconverted this time, before the break. 

Puddletown continued to have their fair share of both pos¬ 
session and territory but fell further behind when the visitors 
countered at pace.

First-half tries by Craig Barter, Sam Morris, Joe Wilson and Do¬ 


minic Sewell, one of which was converted by Sheppard, meant 
that the bonus point was in the bag by the interval. Salisbury 
did manage a couple of penalty goals during the first forty min¬ 
utes, but stilled trailed 22-6 at the halfway stage. 

The home side increased its lead soon after the break with a 
Adam Hoxey touchdown but suffered a double injury blow 
soon after when two players had to leave the field with shoul¬ 
der injuries.

They prospered further in the short term when around the 
end of the first quarter, they ran a Westbury kick out of defence, 
back to very good effect, and Clarke touched down for King to 
convert. 

Home pressure was mounting; however it was rewarded with 
a penalty try after Bridport's front row were adjudged to have 
stood up at a five yard scrum.

PREVIEW 

WEYMOUTH will complete what has been a very busy week 
when they entertain NORTH DORSET 2nd on Saturday next. 
Now I watched the recent game between their opponents and 
Bridport, that Bridport won by a distance and I have to say that 
I regarded North Dorset as a very ordinary side by the end of 
that game. Bridport did play well however, using their backs to 
very good effect. Weymouth too have useful backs, and a pack 
that can win them useable ball. If they play simple error free 
rugby, they can make hay against this opposition. 

BRIDPORT certainly have an opportunity to measure just how 
far they have progressed since the start of the season. They take 
on IVEL BARBARAINS at home and, coincidentally, I was present 
at the earlier fixture played at Yeovil. 

The home side won that one 24-10, with Bridport lacking a 
little in several departments. I do think that the Brewery Field 
side have progressed considerably since that day and I believe 
that they will win this one if they play as they did on the last 
occasion that I watched them. 

DORCHESTER visit TROWBRIDGE, a side who lie just below 
them in the Southern Counties Division and one that I believe 
has a very useful pack of forwards, and a handy place kicker.

As to the second sides, Weymouth seconds will find it difficult 
to do the double over Poole, having scraped a win over these 
opponents earlier in the season at home, while the Weymouth 
third side will take on visitors, Swanage & Wareham fourths 
with rather more confidence. 

Dorchester seconds will, in all probability, enjoy a rather eas¬

DORCHESTER are notoriously slow starters, but 
began this game with confidence.

Senior feels for his strikers 


WITH a strike rate of one goal in every two games 
during his playing career with Reading in the Foot¬ 
ball League, there are few better to voice an opinion 
on goal scoring than Bridport managerTrevor Sen¬ 
ior, who feels sympathy for not only his strikers but 
also the team after they went down 3-0 at home to 
Hallen in a game where they created more oppor¬ 
tunities than their opponents..
